Vsrivs OviDivs Naso, defcendedof 

the antient Family of the Nasones, who 

had preferued the dignitie of Roman Knights 
from the ff originall of ae Order, was borné at 
Sulmo,a Citic of the Peligni,on the 14,0f the Calends 
of April, inthe Conful-fhipsof Hircivs and 
P a Ns A, both flaine at the battle of Mutina againft 
Marcvs ANTonIvs. While yeraboy, his 
quick wit and readie apprehenfion gaue his parents 
“an affuranceof a future excellence : in fo much as 
his father Lvcrvs fent him to Rome (together 
with his brother, a yeare elder then hee , pe 
on the fameday)to bee inftructed by PLortive 
Grip pvs,that Art might perfect the accomplith- 
ments of nature, In his seth of youth he was much 
addicted vnto poetric, wherein he had an excellent 
_ grace and naturall facilitie. But continually repro- 
ued by his father for following fovnprofirable a ftu- 
die, with an il] will he forfooke the pleafant walkes 
of the Mufes to trauell inthe rugged paths of the 
Law, vnder AvRELivs Fvscvs and Por- 
civs Larro; of whofe cloquence and Iear- 
ning hee was a great Admirer. Neither attained 
hee therein to a vulgar commendatton; being num- 
bredby Marcvs ANN #&vVs SENECA among 
the principall Orators of thofe times, His profe 
was no other then diffolued verfe: his fpeech wittie, 
briefe, and powerfull in perfwafion. Hauing paft 
through diners offices of Iudicature, and now rea- 


dic to affume the habit of a Senator: his elder _ 
ther 


ther and father being dead, impatient of toyle,and 
the clamours of litigious Affemblies, hee retired 
himfelfe from all publick affaires to affected vacan- 
cie and his former abandoned ftudies. Yer fuch | - 
was the mutual affection betweene him and V a r- 
RO, that hee accepted of Command, and ferued 
vnder him in the warres of Afa:from whence hee 
returned by Athens, where hee made his aboad, 
votill hee had attained to the perfection of that lan- 
guage, He was of a meane ftature, flender of body, 
{pare of diet; and, if not tooamorous, euery way 
temperate, He drunk no wine but what was much 
alayed with water:An Abhorrer of vnnatural Lufts, 
from which it fhould feeme that age was not inno- 
cent:neat in — of a free, affable, and courtly 
behauiour; wherby hee acquired the friendfhip of 
many, fuchas were great in learning and nobilitie; 
' among whom nota few of Confular dignitie: and 
fo honoured by divers, that they wore his picture 
in rings cut-in precious ftones. A great Admirer, 
& as much admired, of the excellent Poets of thofe 
times, with whom hee was moft familiar and inti- 
matc. Being perfwaded by fome of them to leaue 
out three verfes of thofe many which hee had writ- 
ten, hee gauc his confent, fo that of all heemighe 
except three onely : whereupon they privately wrie 
thofe which they would haue him ‘abolith, and 
hee on the other fide thofe which hee excepted; 
when both their papers, being {howne, prefented 
the fame verfes. the firft and fecond recorded by 
Pepvo ALBINOVAWNYVS, Who was one of the 
arbiters, = | , 
Semi-bonemque virum, femi-uirumque bouen.

whereby it appeareth that his admirable wit did not 
want an anfwerable iudgement in fuppreffing the 
libertie of his verfe, had he not affected it. Anample | 
patrimonie hee had in the territories of Sudmo; with 
ahoufe and atemple in the citie, where now ftands 
the Church of Sania Maria de Tumba : and where 
now ftands the Church of San'¥a Maria de Confolati- — 
one he had another in Rome, not farre from the Capi- 
toll; with pleafant Hort-yards betweene the wayes 
of Flaminia and Claudia, wherein hee was ‘ac- 
_cuftomed to recreate himfelfe with his Mufes. Hee 
. had had three wiues : whereof the fir{t being: gi- 
ven him in his youth, as neither worthienor profi- 
table , foonc after (according tothe cuftome of the 
Romans ) he diuorced : nor liu’dhe long with the fe- 
cond, although nobly borne , and of behaviour in- 
culpable. The chaftitie and beauty ofthethird he of- 
ten.extolleth; whom he inftructed in poetrie ; and 
to his death entirely affected, Neither was her af- 
fection inferior to his; luing all the time of his ba- 
nifhment like a forrowfull widdow, and continuing 
to the end exemplarie faithfull. Butin this eiiery- 
| way happie condition , when his age required eafe, 
and now about to imploy his belouéd vacanciein 
the reuiew and polifhing of his former-labours, hee 
was banifhed , or rather confined to Tomos(a citie 
of Sarmatia bordering onthe Euxine Sea) by A.v- 
Gvystvs CzsaAr, on the fourth of the Ides of 
December , and in the one and fiftieth yeercot his 
age, to thegenerall griefe of his friends and acquain- 
tarice: who failed into T bracein afhip of hisowne, 
_and by land performed the reft of his yor age. The 
caufe of this hisfo cruell arid deplored exile 1s rather 
coniectured then ——- Knowne, Moft agree 
| that 


_ that it was for his too much familiaritie with I v- 


L1A the daughter of Avcvstvs, masked vn- 
der the name of Corinn A. Others, that hee had 
ynfortunately feene the inceft of Cesar : which 
may bee infinuated , in that hee complaines of his 
error, and compares himfclfe to Actzon, But 
the pretended occafion was for his compofing of the 
Art of Loue, as intollerably lafciuious , and corrup- 
ting good manners, A pretence! may call ic, fince 
volikely icis,thathe fhould banifh him in his age for 
what hee writ when hardly a man , and after fslon 

aconniuance. Yet AY GvstTvs, citherto aan 
his owne crime or his daughters, would haue itfo 
thought : neither would O vip reueale the true 
caufe, leaft hee fhould further exafperate his difplea- 
fure. After he had long 1n vaine isiecired his repeale 
by the mediation of GERmanicvs Cxsar, 
and others that were neere vnto the Emperour,; or . 
at leaft to bee remoued to a more temperate Clime; 
his hopes (as hee writes) forfaking the earth with 
Avovstvs, hee dyed at Tomos in the fifth yeare 
of theraigne of Tis ERIvs; hauing liued feuen 
- -yeares in banifhment. As Tisvitvs and hee 
were bome in one day, fohce and Livig dyed 
onan other; that his birth and death might bee no- 
bly accompanied, Hehad fo wonnethe barbarous 
G 7's with his humanitie and generous actions 
(hauing alfo written a booke in their language) chat 
they honoured himin his|ife with triumphant gar- 
Jands,and celebrated his funerals with vniuerfallf - 
row; erecting his tomb beforethe gates of theircitic, 
hard by a lake which retaineth his name to this day. 
His fepulcher was found in the yeere,M D VII I.with 
a magnificent couerture prefenting this — a
